two fliers could have 'weathered the 
storms which have been sweeping 
the islands. 


Steamers passed and put in to

of the 


flight. One ship came in with a dia 
abled steamer in tow, reporting " 
worst weather in j'ears" along the 
Tradewind's route.

The farmer has been an individual- 


ist. Farming methods have not kept 
pace with the industrial growth and 
business methods of urban populations. 
His schools also lagged behind those 
of the city, and the education of his 
children in the 
small one-teacher 


schools, and usually by untrained in- 
structors, was not conducive to a high 
grade of instruction. Until the com- 
ing of the newspaper, the rural free 
delivery, improved roads, automobiles 
and radio, the farmer had little contact 
with the outside world. 


Progress is being made in rural edu- 


cation. The development of the con- 
solidated school is materially improv- 
ing the mental standards of rural stu- 
dents. Their separation into grades 
and social contact with a larger num- 
ber of pupils of their own age, is 
stimulating. According to an inves- 
tigation made by the National Educa- 
tion association, the mental capacities 
of rural students attending consoli- 
dated schools was much greater than 
those students attending the old type 
of one-teacher schools. 


Dr. Cooper, United States Commis- 


sioner of Education advises that small 
schools of less than ten pupils should 
be eliminated, and the work concen- 
trated as much as possible in consoli- 
dated schools where higher grade in- 
structors can be obtained. For out of 
the way places education can and is 
being provided by correspondence. 
The radio and television will help. 


The American farmer and his family 


may be dubbed "yokels and rubes" by 
the unthinking, but he is predominant- 
ly of our pioneer, stock, the descendent 
of those who were the advance guard 
of our national progress. The quality 
of the'rural population represents the 
very foundation of the republic and it j 
is fertile soil for the sowing of the 
seed of the highest type of education.

Tak- 
ing the country as a whole we find 
from these governmental reports that 
268,783 corporations representing 54 
-per cent of the total were operated 
at a profit; that 174,828 of them, con- 
stituting slightly over 35 per cent were 
operated at a loss and that the balance- 
of those making returns, 52,281 repre- 
senting a little less than 11 per cent of 
the total were^inactn e. Singling out 
Wisconsin's corporations which total 
15,393 there were 8,828 or practically 
57 per cent operated at a profit, 4,681 
or a little over 30 per cent operated at 
a loss and 1,884, about 12 per cent, in- 
active. 


Those operating at a profit include 


all having any net taxable income how-

prosperous year in a decade it is seen 
that corporations as such cannot be 
singled out upon the theory that all or 
most of them are in a prosperous con- 
dition judged by profits alone for such 
is not the fact It will take another 
year before the governmSnt has col- 
lected the essential data concerning the 
3'ear 1929 and two j-ears before the 
data concerning 1930 can be published. 
When the details of those years are 
made public a fair comparison can be 
made between the lows and the highs 
of profits in industrial and business 
enterprises.

PESTALOZZTS BIRTH 


On Jan. 12, 1746. Johann Pestalozzi, a Swiss 


educational reformer and the chief founder of 
modern pedagogy, was born at Zurich. 


He first became interested in the problems of 


education at the "University of Zurich. When he 
married a few years later, and settled on his 
100-acre estate, he decided to study the child 
problem at .first Sand by turning his farm into 
an asylum ;lor the industrial education of the 
young. The venture Droved a failure. 


After a period of 18 years of financial distress 


and corresponding period of great literary ac- 
tivity, he founded, with governmental support, a 
school for noor children at Stanz. Later he con- 
ducted schools in other cities. 


The idea which lay at the basis of his method _ 


of intellectual instruction was that everything' 
should be treated in.a concrete way. Almost all 
Pestaiozzi's method's are now adopted in the 
elementary schools of Europe and America. 


HUMAN MATERIAL NEEDED 


FOR RESEARCH 


Nearly every one who takes nor- 


mal interest in the preservation of 
health knows something about the 
importance of vitamins in the. diet, 
particularly the parents of young 
infants and children. Perhaps most 
well reared babies today get a regu- 
lar ration of some fresh fruit juice 
for the sake of the vitamin C which 
prevents scurvy—a nutritional 
dis- 


ease which we formerly encountered 
even in the infants of well to do peo- 
ple, but seldom see today. 
Then, 


too, 
most babies that are properly 


fed receive a cod liver oil 
ration 


nowadays, for the vitamin D which 
prevents rickets, as well as the vit- 
amin A which probably aids the in- 
fant in the development of normal 
immunity against infections, espe- 
cially infections of the upper respi- 
iatory tract. Jft is because of the 
large amount of -vitamin A in cod 
liver oil that this food medicine has 
been dubbed "bottled sunshine," for 
the scientists who give us this new 
knowledge believe that some influ- 
ence in the -ultraviolet rays of sun- 
light (or ultraviolet rays from arti- 
ficial sources) imparts to the body, 
through the skin, the same effect as 
that of vitamin A in food. 


Cod liver oil Is perhaps the rich- 


est natural food source of both vita- 
min A and vitamin D, but it is for- 
tunately not the only source of these 
necessary vitamins, for fresh raw 
milk and cream, and butter are like- 
wise god sources of both of these 
-vitamins; also fresh egg- (yolk;) al- 


few unsatisfactory attempts gi\mg 
it up as "no good."" 


Answer.—Having'" observed 
the 


work done by the technically skilled 
man and also by the untrained man, 
I agree that amateurish bungling is 
a reason why so many old timers 
try to convince their patients that 
the diathermy method is unsatisfac- 
tory. 


Prescribed or Demonstrated? 


Please Inform me when and where 


the meeting of medical doctors was 
held, where the majority prescribed 
the use of whisky?—(L. B.'J.) 


Answer.— Anumber of such meet- 


ings have occurred -where the use 
of whisky was demonstrated quite 
unanimously. I do not know of any 
official action by the medical pro- 
fession, but I believe the national 
medical organization favors the re- 
moval of restrictions imposed upon 
the prescribing of alcohol by unli- 
censed physicians. If your doctor's 
judgment about that is not 'to be 
trusted, it Is silly to let some gov- 
ernment lame duck decide 
how 


much or how little the doctor may 
prescribe.

Per Cent of Radio Field 


Move Forward

Washington —(CPA)— Education's 


demand for 15 per cent of the avail- 
able radio facilities with which it 
might conduct a nationwide radio 
correspondence course has reached 
its first legislative stage, with the 
introduction in the senate of a hill 
to this end. 


Although the chances of its pas- 


srge- at this short session are prac- 
tically nil, the offering of the mea- 
sure, nevertheless, has stirred up 
considerable feeling in broadcasting- 
circles. Introduced by Senator Fess 
of Ohio, chairman of the Republic 
National 
committee, the measure 


provides that not less than 15 per 
cent of the 90 available channels. 
which means 135 cleared channels, 
shall be assigned exclusively for edu- 
actional purposes. 


The educators, as at least that 


group which has sponsored the Fess 
measure, insist that their needs can- 
not be met over existing commerieal 
stations and that they must have 
their own outlets. Broadcasters, on 
the other hand, have been offering 
more and more educational features 
in. their programs, but 
score the 


lack of cooperation of this same 
group of educators. Others, evident- 
ly, have lent their aid -willingly. 


Appose Proposal 


A new educational group, gaining 


considerable prominence in the ra- 
dio education picture, is the Nation- 
al Advisory Council on Eadio_ educa- 
tion. It is unalterably opposed to 
the campaign, of the committee ap- 
pointed by William John Cooper com- 
missioner of education, which, seeks 
a block of channels exclusively for 
education. 


This new group, headed by Prof. 


Levering Tyson, of New Tork, and 
with an, imposing list of educators 
and industrialists on its board, fa- 
vors -wholehearted cooperation with 
the established- stations, whether 
commercial or not, in the stimulation 
and improvement of education via 
the radio. The council is pledged to 
stimulate interest in education over- 
the ir, with the objective of in- 
creasing the effectiveness 
of such 


broadcasting. 


It is unlikely that action will be 


taken on the Fess bill for a year or 
two. 
It has been referred to the 


senate interstate commerce commit- 
tee and protracted hearings probably 
will be held before the committee re- 
ports it out. Moreover,, the commit- 
te iasT-pendin^ before it the Couzens 
bill foritbejCreaSon^of a'iederal com- 
misslQife^oB- «ommimications£ -which 
wotdd-'SbSOTB the radio -co'mmission.'
